The Canadian Motor 
Speedway (CMS) continues 
to be supported by the local 
government. 

On Tuesday night, a zoning 
by-law amendment was 
unanimously approved by the 
mayor and council, even 
though an appeal process 
through the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) on 
amendments made to both 
the Town of Fort Erie and 
Niagara Region's Official Plan 
is scheduled to begin in 
November. 

Before the local govern¬ 
ment discussed the staff 
report that precedes the by¬ 
law's official adoption, likely 
to take place at this Monday's 
regular council meeting, del¬ 
egations were made about 
the project.

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Opponents agree to have ‘technical’ dialogue 


One of the first speakers 
was Ken DePodesta, proj¬ 
ect manager for the pro¬ 
posed speedway to be built 
on 821 acres of land west of 
the Queen Elizabeth Way 
between Bowen and 
Gilmore Roads. 

As the process moves 
ahead, he said the people 
behind the Canadian 
Motor Speedway will be 
exercising their due dili¬ 
gence to make sure all the 
necessary approvals are 
given and that any issues 
raised by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources or the 
Niagara Peninsula 

Conservation Authority 
(NPCA) will be acted upon 
immediately. 

"The Canadian Motor 
Speedway does not take 
this responsibility lightly," 
he said.

In his presentation, 
DePodesta touched on the 
amount of employment the 
project will bring into the 
area. There will be 1,200 
jobs created during the 
construction phase and 
300 direct positions to be 


filled when it is built. 

He estimates the CMS 
will bring in about $250 
million per year for the 
local and regional govern¬ 
ments and said about $12 
million has already been 
spent over the course of 
four years. 

The facility will include a 
one mile oval track with a 
2.5 mile road course inside 
of it. This will allow for a 
variety of racing circuits to 
hold events at the pro¬ 
posed facility. 

"The CMS will be a world 
class facility that will set 
the new standard for 
motorsports in North 
America and beyond," said 
DePodesta. 

During his presentation, 
he also invited members of 
a citizens group who 
opposes the project to 
exchange dialogue with the 
CMS and its partners to 
discuss "technical" aspects 
of the proposal and what 
they are concerned with.

In case you missed it, the 
Leisureplex in Fort Erie was 
offering up $500 for stopping, 
reversing, parking and 
inspecting your vehicle in 
their parking lot on Sept. 8. 

The only catch was that 
you had to be a participant in 
the Association of Ontario 
Road Supervisors (AORS) 1 
17th annual provincial safety 
truck roadeo. 

Drivers from across the 
province gathered on 
Wednesday morning to put 
their driving and safety skills 
on the line as part of the 
event, being asked to go 
through the paces in seven 
different categories and 
worth a total of360 points. 

Of the tasks they were 
asked - checking vehicles for 
defects, starter safety record, 
the serpentine, offset alley, 
back-up, right turn and 
diminishing clearance and 
stop - the serpentine (a series 
of snake like maneuvers both 
forwards and backwards) 
proved to be the most diffi¬ 
cult, due to its tight route. 

"I thought I would ace [the 
serpentine]/' said Rob 
Putdck, who was represent¬ 
ing the Niagara association 


and also made headlines for 
his bravery in an incident, as 
a member of the Fort Erie 
Fire Department

However, those 
of us in Fort Erie will be 
exposed to excruciating 
noise pollution at levels of 
between 80 to 140 decibels 
(FYI: 140 decibels is 

equivalent to a jet engine 
taking off at a distance of 
200 feet, but not quite as 
loud as a sonic boom), for 
hours and days at a time. 
Hearing loss begins to 
occur at 85 decibels by the 
way, as does increased 
stress level, hypertension 
and a debilitating effect on 
the immune system. 

And when you state 
there will only be “a hand¬ 
ful of days a year”, I have 
to wonder if you’ve have 
read any of the documents 
submitted by the speed¬ 
way proponents where 
they clearly request ‘a 
minimum of 150 race days 
per year’. Have you? Do 
you understand they 
intend to race year round? 

How dare you attempt 
to trivialize the negative 
impact of this project and 
dismiss a group of citizens 
who, unlike you and our 
town council, are doing 
the research and asking 
the right questions in an 
effort to protect us all.

The Town of Fort Erie has 
approved costs related to 
the investigation, exhuma¬ 
tion and reinterment of the 
human remains found on 
Point Abino Road last 
month. 

The local government 
approved a staff report on 
Tuesday night to amend the 
2010 operating budget and 
pull $60,000 from the emer¬ 
gency management reserve 
hind to the cemeteries 
operating budget. 

On August 10, a contrac¬ 
tor for Enbridge Gas discov¬ 
ered human remains while 
digging along Point Abino 
Road, near the Bertie Boat 


Club, south of Erie Road. 

They put a halt to the gas 
line installation and con¬ 
tacted the Niagara Regional 
Police, who managed the 
site until it was determined 
to be a burial ground. 

In total, ten skeletons 
were unearthed over the 
course of about three 

The Ontario Cemeteries 
Act provides the registrar 
with the authority to order 
the investigation of the site 
to be conducted by a 
licensed archaeologist. The 
registrar then makes a dec¬ 
laration about the nature of 
the site and orders the 


landowner to work with 
representatives of those 
buried in the site to enter 
into a disposition agree¬ 
ment, whereby the remains 
can be re-intered into a 
cemetery. 

The legislation specifies 
that expenses related to the 
investigation, exhumation 
and subsequent re-inter¬ 
ment are the responsibility 
of the landowner. 

Since the Town is respon¬ 
sible for the road and utili¬ 
ties, it also takes on finan¬ 
cial responsibility for the 
archaeological investiga¬ 
tion, exhumation and re¬ 
interment expenses.
